CHICAGO. July 28.—"The farmers 
are not coin* broke on dollar wheat," 
said John J. Mitchell, president of the

Company,

easily shift to other crops, and crops, 
aside from wheat; are bringing satis- 
factory prices.

Before the 
war dollar wheat was the farmer's 
goal; even now. while the price Is not 
satisfactory to the grower, it does not 
epell bankruptcy. 
Other crops the 
farmer 
raises are 
bringing good 
prices. Look at corn, the great staple 
of the middle western states, now 
bringing very satisfactory prices. Oats 
likewise. 
Cotton Is selling at more 


than 
double the 
normal pre-war 
prices. 
As for wheat. It constitutes 
but six per cent, of the value of all 
farm produ«« yearly and only ten 
per cent, of the value of all fvm 
products yearly and only ten per cent, 
of the crop values. 


"Minnesota and the Dakotas are the 
only predominantly wheat states that 
can not readily shift to other crops, 
although it is true that the best- flax 
in the world Is grown in the Dakotas. 
Thus, three states out of the 48 are 
seriously affected b ythe low price of 
wheat, and it Is these stales that are 
sending the noisest representatives to 
Congress."
